‘MILK CONSUMPTION FOR 
NATION STILL BELOW 
ADEQUATE MINIMUM 


WASHINGTON, (lP)\—Per capita milk | 
consumption in the United States is in- 
creasing, but still is below the “ade- 
quate minimum” established by the 
home economics bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


The bureau of agriculture economics 
reported milk consumption per cap- | 


cream in terms of its milk equivalent, 
was 38.2 gallons in 1936. This was an 
increase of 3.24 per cent over 1935. | 

The home economics bureau reports 
each child needs a minimum of one} 
quart of milk a day—or 90 gallons a 
year—and that each adult should drink 
one pint a day—45 gallons a year. 

Data gathered from city boards of 
health indicate that the greatest in- | 
crease in per capita milk consumption. 
occurred in North Central states, where 
4.8 per cent more milk and cream were 
used in 1936 than in 1935. 

The increase in the South Atlantic 
States was about 1 per cent, in the 
South Central states about 3 per cent, 


in the Western states about 26 per 
cent and in the North Atlantic states 


1 about 2.7 per cent.
